Maintenance of cordial relations with the sister republics in the 
western world 1s a cardinal purpose of the present government of 
the United States. The effect of this policy is reflected by words 
and deeds in almost every South and Central American capital. 
Political disturbers may attempt to despoil such moves for a better 
understanding between the different American nations. of their mean- 
ing and intent, but it 1s impossible to overlook the fact that already 
there is apparent a much more conciliatory tone in quarters little 
less than hostile a short time ago. The Congress of the United 
States has big tasks betore it—the adjustment of arbitration treaties, 
Panama canal tolls, expected loans to needy neighbors and all this 
to be done without infringing on national sovereignty.

The latest political problem for the

Twelfth Night of Long Ago 


Twelfth Night means nothing even to 
the children nowadays. Prof, Goldwin 
Smith, who was little given to senti- 
ment, used to look back with regret to 
his childhood, when Twelfth Night was 
a festival universally observed. In his 
“Reminiscences” he recalls the children’s 
parties, the iced cakes “decked with 
little sugar figures,” and the playing 
at snapdragon. But. erudite as he was, 
savs the Manchester Guardian, he de- 
clared that he had never learnt the 
medning of one of the great features of 
the festival, the “drawing for kings and 
queens.” The custom was kept up with 
great state in England from early times, 
for we read of Edward ITI. presenting a 
“silver-gilt ewer with stand” to the 
King of the Bean. 

Hone in 1823 has a very detailed ac- 
count of the festival. from the impor- 
tant exordium “First buy your cake” 
to the merrv conclusion.

In 1800 he wrote 
to Judge Wythe for advice on this com- 
pilation, saving, “The Senate have es- 
tablished a few rules for their govern- 
ment, and have subjected the decisions 
on these points and on all other points 
of order without debate, and without ap- 
pea], to the judgment of their presi- 
dent.” He told of iis plan for a code 
for the government of the Senate, and 
said that he meant to deposit his man- 
ual when completed with the Senate as 
the standard by which he intended to 
judge and be judged, 

One of the notations of rule and prece- 
dent set here by Jefferson says, “If the 
speaker rises to speak the member 
standing ought to sit down that he may 
first be heard. Nevertieless, though the 
speaker may of right speak to matters 
of order and be first heard, he is re- 
strained from speaking on any other 
subject except where the house have oc- 
casion for facts with his. knowledge; 
then he may with their leave state the 
matter of fact.” Again Jefferson says 
that in Parliament “the speaker in read- 
ing a bill puts no questions but on the 
amendments proposed.” 

When the Senate goes into a commit- 
tee of the whole, his manual shows that 
it does this because in a committee any 
one may speak as often as he chooses; 
while the law of parliaments is that no 
member shall speak more than once on 
any question unless it comes again for- 
mally béfore the house. The speaker 
appoints a chairman of the committee 
of the whole, subject to the consent of 
the house, and then takes his place 
among the other members to join in free 
debate.

It is recorded that John Adams, the 
first Vice-President, would sometimes 
make two or three speeches a day. He 
apparently talked all he wanted to. 
From these data and the action of other 
presidents of the Senate in regard to 
speaking it is clear that the Vice-Presi- 
dent may exert considerable influence. 
The constitution of the United States, 
however, forbids him to vote on ques- 
tions except in case of a tie; then it 
gives him the important power of decid- 
ing closely contested questions.

The 
writer discusses briefly the experi- 
ences of Chladni, Bernouilly and Felix 
Savart concerning the -codnnection of 
sound. with figures, and devotes the 
greater part of his article to the won- 
derful experiments of Mrs. Watts 
Hughes. As a singer, Mrs. Hughes, in 
her studies of vocal sounds, began her 
experiments to test and register visibly 
the vibrations of the voice, and was not 
a little surprised to find that the grains 
of sand she used in her work formed 
themselves into geometrical shapes re- 
sembling Chladni’s figures. She _ in- 
vented, says the Review of Reviews 
(London), an apparatus called eidophone 
—-a vocal tube into which a sustained 
vocal note is directed, its 
‘striking an clastic india-rubber disc 
stretched across the mouth of the re- 
ceiver. The vibrations vary with the pitch 
of the note. The gedmetrical figure which 
Mrs. Hughes first noticed becamé the 
starting point of her future discoveries, 
and bv the aid of her inatrument she 
succeeded in showing that the human 
voice could create an infinite variety of 
vibrations and visible voice figures. First 
she scattered sand on the diaphragm.

A | cumulative testimony is having its effect, 
however acquired, is evident by the discus- 
sions now under way in the press of Boston and of New York. 
Agitation of the issue arises among some people from what might 
be called a theoretical sense of injustice done. The lack of equity 
and efficiency in dealing with land values as a community source of 
income is apparent, but as a matter of increased personal cost of 
living it does not incite protest or action. Wuth other people the 
clamor for change rests back directly on economic pressure and 
pecuniary strain. ‘T’axes of various kinds press hard. Relief is 
intensely desired. Hence insistence on a share in the values that 
are created by community growth and not by individual labor. 

These two groups of advocates of change have existed for some 
time. To their aid are now coming practical public officials, bent 
on increasing community wealth. The effects of a shifting of the 
burdens of taxation from improvements on land to land itself, 
where tried, have been such as to induce community growth, influx 
of settlers and manutacturers, and a general uplitt of values. What 
seems to be more just in theory also seems more profitable as prac- 
se, if Houston, Tex., and Victorian towns are fair samples of 
what the new taxation policy brings to pass. 

IXxven where there is still distrust of the policy that would radi- 
cally alter the basis of taxation and impose it on land and not on 
“improvements, there is rising interest in a plan that 1s much less 
revolutionary because interfering less with things as they are. It 
is commonly known as “future increment taxation,’ and as recom- 
mended in a committee report just made to the Citizens Union of 
New York city it 1s now before a community where unearned incre- 
‘nent takes on its greatest proportions. Indorsement of thi$ taxa- 
ion method and principle by the Citizens Union, after due delib- 
eration, following soon an approval by the commission on new 
sources of city revenue, would tend to concentrate public attention 
on an issue of ethics as well as finance. 

The objections that some critics raise against anything approach- 
ing the single tax are concerned with contiscatory aspects of sudden 
change of basis of valuation. These are in no Wise valid against 
this “future increment” plan.

all rights would revert to the government. ‘This plan is followed by 
municipalities in subway construction and in other public enterprises. 
‘\s an alternative, it 1s proposed that the water development projects 
be turned over to the states, the latter being empowered to deal with 
capitalists if that course should be thought desirable. We believe 
the public will be better pleased if the federal authority shall con- 
tinue in control.

Certain occurrences, it is held by mariners, are often charged, 
and plausibly, to obstructions to navigation of a familiar character 
on the high seas, whereas they should be charged to extraordinary 
conditions, one of them being the shallowing of water along ship 
roads through the action of long prevailing winds and the consequent 
“raising of rocks or sea mountdin tops, usually submerged by 
many fathoms of water. 

Through the international council tor the exploration of the 
sea, in which the United States has accepted representation, the 
present and numerous other expeditions. it is hoped, will be sent 
out upon the .\tlantic ocean to investigate statements that on their 
face appear to contradict the findings of skilled hydrographers. 
Instead of discrediting in advance the theories held by mariners with 


regard to hidden and uncharted rocks, cognizance is to be taken of’ 


them and in some cases they are to form the basis of thorough 
Investigation. | 
lf the subject may be stripped of all technical verbiage. it will 
be in order to say with reference to the ocean exploration in which 
ihe nations are now engaging that theories framed by the “wise and 
prudent’ are to be flung aside, at least for the time being, that 
instruction may be received from the mouths of “babes.” One point 
seems to be well established, namely, that things have occurred 
Which would not have occurred if the findings of the learned were 
correct, and which might easily have occurred if the convictions of 
plain but practical navigators were accepted.

Moreover. this process of Experts 
education of workers jis coincident with pro- 
ductive labor. Students earn their livings as 
they simultaneously seek discipline and knowledge that will fit them 
to rise. Their employers, who sometimes are individuals, some- 
times firms and sometimes corporations, look upon their employees 
as “‘workers plus students.” Bent on manning their staffs as soon 
as possible with more efficient and more reliable because more intel- 
ligent and better trained wage earners or salaried helpers, these 
emp-oyers provide ways and means by which education can go along 
with economic self-maintenance. As the fruit of this broad-gauge 
scheme, the business or industry that so plans its policy reaps 
pecuniary gain and also amity within the administrative and operat- 
ing force. — 

As a case in point, take the railway educational bureau organized 
in 1909 by the Union Pacific railroad, and now so successful as a. 
source of supply for employees with proved aptitudes for railroad-— 
ig that seventeen other transportation lines have joined formally 
and by contract to profit by the labors of the school’s teachers and 
their pupils’ acquisitions. That much of the work of the school is 
done by correspondence 1s only additional evidence of the availability 
ot that method of instruction to a degree that the conventional school 
administrator often underestimates. There are thirty different 
courses provided by this bureau; and this fact reflects the breadth 
of the demand for its aid coming—from the Japanese track walker 
through all the grades up to the most heavily burdened department 
head and transportation statistician. 

To explain why any railroad, so manned in part or in whole, 
is likely to be a better investment for holders of its securities, a finer 
exainple of efficiency in transportation and a more respectful ser- 
vitor of the law, hardly is necessary. Give to a road so managed 
youth who in public school or in college have had sound grounding 
in fundamentals of knowledge as well as respect for labor as a 
‘discipline of lite, and let them be supplemented by workers not bred 
i conventional schools but trained by the railroad school as well 
as by their tasks, and such a corporation, we feel sure, need not fear
